Fpllowing the rejoicing there has been over the news that 


the-wheat crop, will be the greatest;!)! the history 'of the coun- 
tny.'comes the surprising announcement that, notwithstanding 
the unprecedented size of the crop,: there will probably be lit- 
tle, if any, reduction in the price of flour. The reasons given 
for this-are that crops in other parts of the world are not above 
the average, in consequence of which (here will be a good de- 
mand for export, and that, owing to the dryness of the season, 
there-will; be short crops of feed for livestock and that much 


',. wheatrwill be used for that purpose. And so between expor- 


tation and the feeding of wheat to cattle the people of the 


' country will be obliged to pay the old prices for flour and 


bread, in spite of the biggest crop of wheat ever raised in the 
United States. 


This is not cheering news. Not that the price of flour is 


exorbitant, but it has seemed to the people (hat wilh an extra 
large crop of .wheat there would come some reduction, thus 
easing to some extent the burden of the cost of living. But it 
seems that such is not to be the case, according to advices from 
Washington lo the effect that "no hope is held out by (lie de- 
partment of agriculture for greatly reduced prices." 


And along with this news comes (he statement that prices 


of meat will soon take a sharp trend upward. 
11 is said that 


dry weather has greatly shortened the feed supply, and this 
with the scarcity of cattle, it is stated, will send the price of 
beef skyward. Packing house men assert that cattle are higher 
now. than for some lime past, and one of them in Chicago the 
other day predicted thai within a short time butchers will be 
paying 16 cents a pound by the carcass. 


In view of such conditions as these, wliat becomes of the 


cry for more farmers and greater production as a means of 
bringing down the cost of living? When beef was plentiful 
enough was exported to keep prices at the top notch at bomb, 
and, now that there is about to be harvested the biggest crop 
of wheat on record, we are informed that exportation and the 
use of the grain as cattle feed will exclude any material reduc- 
tion in the price of flour. 


.Such reports are discouraging indeed, for if such a crop of 


wheat as there is this year is not to afford some relief, what 
will?
